Farm ers in North Dakota will do more than wait 
for good times that will send the price of wheat up 
to the magic level. Those who believe it can bo done 
will pledge themselves to hold their wheat until it 
lean be sold for a dollar a bushel. When that time 
cornea, lf ever, they will sell only IO per cent ot 
!their holdings in one month, to keep up the price. 
An organisation for this purpose has been formed. 
it is reported 
Farmers* pledges are filed with tho 
hoard of township trustees in their respective reg 
ions and committees are organised to see that they 
abide by them. It is the hope of the originators of 
the plan to make it appear attractive to farmers 
throughout the United States. 
It is impossible to see su c cess for this artificial 
means of raising the price of wheat—as impossible 
as it was to see success for the farm hoard plan o! 
raising the price by limiting the quantity. Granting 
the possibility of complete cooperation in North Da 
kota, there still would he an unmanageable surplus 
elsewhere that would hatter 
any artificial prle. 
structure to pier* s. Pledges would he broke as soot. j 
as tho price level climbed into the upper third of 
the dollar. Farmers needing money would have to' 
dispose of their crop early. 
When the farmer abandoned his self subsistence 
policy and became free lance producer he iuvttrd 
over-product inc and all its evils. Commendable a-< 
tils efforts at cooperation have been, they have rn t 
with scant success, even in regions where he has 
the most gain.

W ashington has been supported by an united front 
of public opinion. 
An undoubted majority of the 1 
population is willing to buck up officials responsible '■ 


for tho action. 
Titer© is universal regret for the unfortunate turn 
of circumstances that brought about tile necessity 1 
for violence. 
There is, also, widespread conviction 
that the firm hand of established government had to 
I* shown sooner or later and a feeding of relief that 
its manifestation was not accompanied by more aer 
lo us Iron bl© than actually resulted last Friday. 
It is fortunate that, throughout the whole course 
of the trying experience, observers in Washington 
and elsewhere tried honestly tv* understand the view 
point of the bonus marchers. 
Their right lo petition 
congress was recognized and 
safeguard*^. 
Their 
claim, as men who served their nation in a time of 
need, was safeguarded. 
Their human needs were 
cared for as fully as circumstances permitted. 
There was, however, a general denial of their 
right to quarter them selves in the nation's capital 
longer than was necessary for their mission, which 
was to demonstrate to congress the strength of the 
demand for Immediate payment of the bonus. 
When 
congress adjourned without taking the aition they i 
requested, the 
bonus expeditionary force' mimed 
lately became a uselessly organized force of men 
attempting to do by intimidation what it had failed 


to do by petition. 
To supplement the resources of the states, con j 
gress made available a vast sum of money tor r» 
lief work. 
No provision was made for the adminis­ 
tration of relief in Washington; wtiat help was aval*, 
ible could be given the bonus marchers only lf they 
,•« turtled to their homes. 
Generous provision w is 
allowed for the expenses entailed. 
Those who did 
not take advantage of them invited firm action. They 
cannot blame their government for a course of ac­ 
tion Intended to help them to help themselves.
